Notes of New Books. 

We have received from Mr. J. H. Estill, 
the second number of the Morning News 
Library containing a new story by Mrs. 
Ophelia Nisbet Reid, of Eatonton, entitled 
“Muffit.” The faetthat this story is printed 
in the south may be (as in thousands of other 
instances) fatal to the success thatits merits 
deserve. Mrs. Reid is the daughter of the 
late Eugenius A. Nisbet, probably the most 
cultured gentleman Georgia ever produced. 
His orations and essays are uot inferior (and 
in some respects they are superior) to those 
of Edward Everett. We allude to this for 
the purpose of saying that Mrs. Reid seems 
to have inherited those characteristics 
of literary style which gave a_ classi- 
cal grace and diguity to the writings of her 
father. Save in the fact that ‘‘Muffit’” is 
quite up to the average of the successful 
stories of the day, itis nota striking story; 
but it seems to show that its author pos- 
sesses in a very extraordinary degree that 
peculiar literary faculty which commands 
success, and those qualities of imagination 
the Jack of which is so noticeable in current 
fiction. ‘“Muffit’ is not a great story, but 
the interest with which it is invested is a 
human interest; and in these days, this 
statement, conscientiously and discrim- 
inatingly made, ought to be considered 
high praise. Wecango further than this 
and say that it would have been a great story 
if the author, in her efforts to avoid every- 
thing bordering upon’ the sensational, had 
not also avoided the dramatic—that myste- 
rious culmination of events and emotions 
wherein (albeit the actors are wholly hu- 
man) the tableaux are arranged by art, and 
imagination makes the most of an opportu- 
nity to judiciously temper the affair with 
red-fire, music and a slow curtain. The ab- 
sence of this essential element in ‘‘Muffit”’ 
by no means divests the story of its interest, 
‘but it invests the characters and the epi- 
sodes with asoberness not warranted by the 
surroundiogs. The narrative, it is true, is 
conceived and written in @ minor key, 
but. its repose is marred here and there 
by an apparent determination to repress 
and divert the national dramatic cul- 
minations of some of the scenes. In 
no degree would we desire to see this sensi- 
tive opposition to sensationalism modified 
or abated, but it isa mistake to suppress 
the natural culmination of human events 
and emotions. Mrs. Reid is chary of her 
humor, but one or two light and dainty 
touches—suggestions rather than revela- 
tions—would seem to indicate that the ab- 
sence of this element from the story is due 
to the habit of repression.

Feathers Growing From a Girl's Neck.

At the 
expiration Of a certain time the pimple 
blossoms into a feather, the child, at the 
moment when it appears, seeming to expe- 
riencea slight uneasiness, The feather which 
is curved and gilded, attains, when fully 
grown, from_ ten to twelve centimeters 
in length. Whenit fallsa few drops ofa 
whiteish color issue from the pimble, which 
then heals, leaving no trace of its existence 
for a while until another appears, enclosing 
the germ of another feather. A curious 
circumstance, says the Vigie, is that the 
feather remains six days on_ the infant’s 
neck when fully grown before falliag, and 
that its successor takes as many days to 
sprout as its predecessor to reach maturity.

It had been lighted for the 
purpose of burning cork, which, as every- 
body knows, is used by amateurs and pro- 
fessionals, the world over, in making up 
the face for artistic eff.ct upon the stage. 
Among the ladies in this 
dressing room were Miss Maggie 
Chapman, Mrs. Abbie Hammond, of 
Baltimore, Miss Madge Ellis, Miss Minnie 
Bellamy and Miss Katie Mayrant, who is a 
visitor here from Charleston. One of the 
above named ladies—some say Miss Chap. 
man;some, Mrs. Hammond; others, Miss 
Ellis—in turning about, thrust her wing 
into the blazing jet. In less than one min 
ute she was in flames, and in wheeling 
arouud inher fright, had communicated 
them to the other two. Mrs. B-llamy, 
who was also in the room, took in the 
situation at a glance, and, with the quick- 
ness of thought, violently shoved the girls 
nearest the door—her daughter and Miss 
Mayrant among the number—out upon the 
balcony. The three flaming angels rushed 
madly from the room, and two of them, in 
passing down the balcony to the stage, 
set fire to the wings of Misses Bellamy and 
Tbe third, Mrs. ,Hammond, 
frantic from fright, took a shorter path to 
the stage, throwing herself over tbe bal- 
cony railing and fajling a distance of near- 
ly ten feet to the floor below.

F. Huston and 
Professor Agostini, three of the performers, 
came heroically to her assistance, and by 
folding ber in, coats and stripping off her 
fiery garments saved her life. Miss Chapman 
ran down the balcony steps, and was inter- 
cepted at the bottom by Dr. Olmstead, who 
bravely enfolded her in his own coat, but 
alas, she pulled away from him, when Mr. 
Edward King flew to his aid, and nobly 
striking her to the floor, the two together 
fought the fiery scorpions, which were drink- 
ing up her young life, unti\, they were 

ead. iss Bellamy. as soon as the tip of 
her wings caught from the passing flames, 
with a coolness which borders on the mar- 
vellous, threw herself upon her back on the 
balcony and rubbed the tire eat-befere it 
had time to spread over her dress. Miss 
Ellis did not leave the balceny, bué with a 
presence of mind truly phenome- 
nal made her way to an 
adjoining dressing-room, and throwing 
a piece of carpet around her rolled over and 
over upon the floor until the flames were 
extinguished. Miss Mayrant was doubly 
uufortunate. In her desperate effort to es- 
cape from the balcony she was not only set 
on tire, but knocked down. She fell at the 
head of the steps leading to the stage, and 
Miss Chapman passed over her. She then 
rolled. heavily down upon the stage fidor, 
sprang to her feet, and ran in upon the stage 
proper. She saw no hope there. The ladies 
there were dressed like herself, 
and ‘she would not endanger 
their lives by running to them. 
She saw no man. The thought flashed 
through her mind that she could be saved 
only by gaining the street. So she shot 
like a meteor through the stage door, rushed 
down two flights of steps and reached the 
pavement screaming aud with the flames 
shooting high above her head. The very 
minute she struck the sidewalk two brave 
and stalwart arms, between which was beat- 
ing a heart without a thought of seif, en- 
circled her flaming frame and Mr. John 
Hill stood there fighting the fire as if it was 
a pleasure. In just three seconds another 
grand man was by his side 
clapping his hands over her 
mouth and nose to keep the tongues of fire 
from piercing her yery ‘throat, and tcaring 
away the burning shreds, which like fiery 
serpents were coiledabout her failing form. 
This was Mr. Frierson, of Frierson & Leak, 
aird in less time than it takes to write it he 
had her carefully wrapped up and tenderly 
placed upon a lounge 1n his olfice. And 
thus another life was saved. 
Miss Maggie Chapman was horribly burn- 
ed about the neck, throat and arms, She 
inhaled the flames, affecting most seriously 
thereby the bronchial tubes. She was borne 
to her home on Houston street, late in the 
afternoon, upon abed.

Later in the afternoon 
she was removed upon a lounge to the home , 
of her friends on Luckie street. She is: at- 
tended by Urs. Westmoreland and J. M. 
Johnson. 
Miss Medge Ellis was painfully burned 
upon both arms, and Miss Mamie Bellamy 
was severely burned upon each shoulder. 
These ladies are atten- 
ded y , Thad Johnson, who 
thinks their condition by no means serious. 
Miss Katie Mayrant was conveyed ina 
carriage by Dr. Jarnes Alexander to the 
residence of Mrs. Boylston, on Peachtree 
street. She has three very painful burns— 
one on eitbef arm and one upon her right 
shoulder. :

~ Yesterday morning the Georgia state den- 
tal society met again in session at the 
Markbam house. It was noticeable from 
the attendance upon the meeting as it was 
called to order by Dr. G. W. H. Whitaker, 


the president of the society, that a ! 
number of delegates had arrived since the 
session ‘ of the y revious. 
This number was again iucreased 
in the afterncon by the ar- 
rival of the ye ge delegation which 
for some reason had been detained at home, 
greatly te the disappoiotment of their 
friends in the body who anxiously looked 
f»rthem by every train. 

When the meeting had been thoroughly 
organized, with President Whitaker in the 
chair, and Secretary Holiday at his post of 
duty, the following business was taken up 
and acted upon: 

The subject of anesthesia was taken up. 
Dr. Riggs, read a paper on “Hydrobro- 
mic Kher,” which elicited considerabie 
discussion. Dr. Coyle spoke at some length 
in favor of chloroform in dental operations; 
did not consider hydrobromic ether safe, but 
thins, with the proper precaution, chioro- 
form as safe as any krown anwsthetic. 
Dr. W. W. Ford coincided with Dr. Coyle; 
had used chloroform in a large number of 
cases and prefered it to ether. Dr. 
Riggs and Dr. Kk. M. Allen spoke in favor 
of ether. Local anssthesi:, was al:o dis- 
cussed, Dr. Parsonsspoke very favorably 
of a preparation he had been using locally 
before extracting; had used’ it in a number 
of cases and was much pleased with it. Had 
also used wintergreen to quiet nervous 
patients before extractingand from an ex- 
tended experience could recommend it to 
the profession.

To the Georgia State Dental Society, Session 
1880.— Your commi,tee appointed at last meetin 
to memori the lezisiature on the subject o 
obtaining additional tion to the act then 
in force regulating the practice of dentistry in this 
state, respectfully submit that they have dis- 
charged their duty, and have procured from the 
ee sana the passage of the following act, 

-wit: 

“Anacttoamend section 1416 of the code of 
Georgia relating to and regulating the practice of 
dentistry in the state of Georgia, and to require 
practicing dentists to register. Section 1. He it 
enacted by the general assembly, That sectiou 
1i4ib of the code of Georgia be so amended as to 
read as follows: ‘That any person who shall, in 
violation of this act, practice dentistry in the 
state of Georgia for a fee or réward shall he 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished as prescri in sec- 
tion 4510 of the code of 1873; provided, that noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to prevent any 
person froin extracting teeth; provided further, 
that none of the provisions of this act shall apply 
to regular licensed physiciansand surgeons in 
practice at or prior to the passage of this act, and 
dentists who were in practice prior to the 24th of 
August, 1872.’ . 

Section 2. Every person practicing dentistry in 
this state shall, within sixty days after the . 
. sage of this act, register his name, together with 
his post-office and the date of his diploma or li- 
cense, in office of the clerk of the superior court 
of the county in which he practices, and shau, 
on the payment tosuch clerk ofa fee of fift 
céuts, be entitled to receive frem hima certifi- 
cate of such registration.”’ 

Your committee congratulate the society and 
through them the entire profession of the state on 
the success{ul issue of the work the committee 
had in hand and we feel confident in the a ser- 
tion that we have now legal enactments govern- 
iug the practice of dentistry in this state that will 
be a most powerful factor fn your future efforts 
to elevate the status of the profession and in pro- 
tecting the people against empyricism. 

Your committee feel that they cannot close this 
report without acknowledging the valuable ser- 
vices rendered by the Hon. Wm. M. mmonad, 
of Thomas, and others in securing the passage of 
this and that they are entitled to thanks of the 
profession and the entire people of the state.

And Brought te Atianta to be iIm- 
mured in Prison. 


Deputy Marshal James B. Gaston, of 
Gainesville, reached this city, Tuesday, 
from Rabun county, having in charge five 
prisoners, whose names are W. E. Philyan, 
John Hollifield, T. J. Canup, Miles Canup 
and Leonard Coffee, who were charged with 
having committed violations of the revenue 
laws.

per name, and 15 cents per farm. In the 
counties of Union. Fannin, (except Mur- 
ganton district) Towns, Gilmer, (except 
Ellijay district) Lumpkin, Pickens, Haral- 
son, (except Buchanan) and Habershans. 
(except Toccoa) 3 cents per name and 15 
cents per farm. 

In the remainder of the districts 2), cents 
per name, and 12'4 cents per farm—except 
in the cities and towns of Atlanta, (Fulton 
county), Cartersville (Bartow county). 
Dalton, (Whitfield county), Marietia 
(Cobb county), and Rome (Floyd county), 
where the rate will be 2 cents per name. 

For each.death reported, 5 cents. 

For establishments of productive indus 
try reported, (manufactures) as follows: 

For each establishment reported on the 
general schedules of manufactures, 15 cents. 

For each establishment returned on the 
special schedules of manufacturers, 25 
cents. 

These are,of course, subject to the prc- 
vision of the law that no enumerator shall 
receive in excess of four doliar«, the maxi- 
mum per diem authorized in any case cast 
of the 100th meridian, for each day of actual 
service, 

Inasmuch as the records o: the ninth cen. 
sus—1870—show that, in the rural districis 
of Geurgia, the average number of pames 
enumerated per day was 125, and of farmers 
7; in addition to deaths reported and estab- 
lishments of productive industry reported.

Two consecutiwe grand juries, composed 
almost entirely of gentlemen residing in 
the city of Atlanta, bave seen proper to 
condemn cur public roads and refer to 
‘hem as being in a ‘“‘terrible’’ condition. 
This they did without visiting and inspect 
ing said public highways as a body, or even 
by a committee, after being, as we are in- 
formed, invited to do so. 

We, the road commissioners of the vari- 
cus road districts, desire to say a few words 
—not in defense of our conduct, as we are 
not conscious of any direliction of duty— 
butto inform the public of the true status 
of the watter. , 

We, each speaking for our respettive sec- 
tions, say that the public roads of Fulton 
county, are in better condition than ever 
before at this season of the year, even after 
the late unprecedented heavy rains to which 
they have been subjected. It will take 
but little work to put them in excellent 
condition for dirt roads. Jf the said grand 
juries bad made a more careful examina- 
tion in the premises, and gone in a body, 
vr sentan intelligent committee, to in- 
—— the highways, bridges, etc., a3 they 
should have done before condemning, we 
think that thev would bave made a differ 
ent report. They know, or should know, 
that the legislature, atits last session passed 
a law requiring the county chain gang of 
Fulton to work most of the time in the 
city, which work is being done on side 
streets. Being deprived of this great help, 
we now have to depend almost entirely 
upon the labor of the road hands in the 
country who work out their road taxes. 
Any sensible man knows that such jabor 
cannot be controlled or made available. 
When engaged upon crops in the sprirg, 
and when itis too wet to wurk on the crop} 
it is too wet to work on the public roads— 
work done at such timesis thrown away 
and makes the roads worse. 

It is superfluous to talk of requiring the 
honorable ordinary t» hire laver, fur the 
reason that the law dv«s not permit it, ex- 
cept in cases of extreme emergency, and 
wisely so. The sources of revenue to the 
county are limited, being chiefly that de- 
rived from the ad valorem tax as appearson 
the tax digest, while the city has mary av- 
enues of revenue, such as special taxes, li- 
censes, etc , other than the ad valorem tx 

We have enaeavored to do our duty and to 
keep the public highways leading into At- 
lanta in good order for the mutual benefit of 
commercial and farming interest of the city 
and the surrvunding country. If we have 
failed, it has been because of the act of the 
legislature referred to depriving us of the 
only reliable labor for substantial work that
